But what the Scripture tells us of the Creation 
of the World, that it was peopled by one man only, 
and :cpeopled after the deluge but by one family, does 
not agree very well with this A/ypotbe/is, From 
thence it is very plain that the chief care or the Pa- 
triarchs,in refpeet to their children,was to teach them, 
that whatever we fee was the work of an invitible 
God, and. that no creating power coud be attributed 
so any thing that is the objeét of our fences, ‘Tis 
not very likely that all the Nations of the Earth, 
jhou‘d iv foon torget thefe inftruétions, and fo eafily 
confeund the Creator with his Creatures, nor that 
they fhou‘d change their God and Religion all of a fud- 
dain, therefore Idolatry muft infenfibly be introdac- 
ed, and have taken its original from fome falfe expla- 
nations which have been made of the true Doétrine. 
[n the beginning they only adored God, and altho in 
the time of the Patriarchs, to whom Angels orten 
appeared, they had a great veneration for thefe Ce- 
leftial Spirits, yet they carefully diftinguithed this re- 
ipedt from divine adoration. They belies ed alfo foon 
after the beginning of the world, that the Souls of jult 


men after their Death, were placed in the ranks of

ance of which they immediately erected ftatues to 
them, and Celebrated Games and Anniverfary beaits 
upon the day of their Death ; and by degrees they 
came to fet up Alcars, Confecrate Temples and offus 
vitims to them. So thatina little time the world 
was full of Divinities; each Nation thinking 1f 9p 
honour to have more of ‘em than their Neighbours, 
and to encreafe the, number of their Gods pafied 
amongft ‘cm. as a mark of their intelligence. | This 
was 2 miftery which the Heathens.afterwards thought 
they were” obliged to hide fram the commen papple, 
altho the Jeatn‘d amongft ‘em were not jgnorant of it.

He fays there are two extremities to be fhun‘d, 
the one which extends the benefit of our Saviours fa- 
tisfaftion too far, as if by that God had on his fide 
afiually reconciled himfelf to all mankind, and really 
acquitted all men of their fins ; fo that if men enjoy‘d 
not the fruits of our Saviours Death, ‘twas becaule 
they had not faith, from whence it follows, that God 
pardon‘d their fins and juftified them before they had 
faith. Whereas on the contrary the other gives too 
little extention to the fatisfa@ion of Jefus Chrift, as if 
no one had any fhare in it, except fome who were 
cletied before the Creation of the world, altho the 
Gofpel commands every one to believe that Jefus 
Chrift dyed for him, from whence it wou‘d follow 
that men were in Confcience obliged to belivea lye, 
and that they were commanded to embrace a merit 
which refpected not themielves. In which twoex- 
tremities he faysthere are unavoidable abfurdities, 
and ‘tis his opinion that we ought to diftinguifh be- 
tween fatisfadion contidered abfolutely, and the appli- 
cation God has made of it to each particular perfon : 
The firft, fays he, was once made for al] men, and the 
fecond is ftill made every day. The fatista‘tion of 
Jefus Chrift has put men into a condition of obtaining 
pardon tor their fins, but by the particular applicati- 
on God makes of it, he a¢tually grants them a pardon 
tor them.
